The Power Plant 
The city is apparent) 


acing 
the problem of having to instal a! 
new power plant; or to make such | 
Jarge additions to the present 
equipment as to amount virtually 
to the creation of a new plant 
within a reasonably short term of 


years. In precisely what Sonat) 
tion the present machinery is, 
what proportion of the existing | 
load it can be counted on to carry, 
and how long it may be expected | 
to be useful, are questions upon| 
which there is much discussion, | 
but seemingly a want of precise | 
and dependable information. What 
is clear is that the plant cannot 
be relied upon to meet even the} 
present requirements, while to 
provide for future demand new 
units must be installed. 

It is timely, therefore, to raise 
again the question of whether the 
power plant should be retained 
and enlarged on its present site; 
or whether the new units should | 
be insialled in close proximity to| 
an assured and abundant supply 
of cheap fuei—with the ultimate! 
object of having the entire gener- 
ating and pumping station on tho 
new location. This question was 
to the fore some years ago, and 
was widely discussed at the time | 
Laurier Park was bought. It was. 
subsequently said, however, that) 
the coal measures in the park 
eould not be satisfactorily worked, 
the matter was dropped, and nec- 
essary extensions made to the 
plant in its former, and present, 
site. 

The argument for the present} 
location of the plant is that it) 
saves the cost of installing the) 


transmission lines and pipe lines} 
which would be necessary to bring 
in electric energy and water from 
a more distant point. What that, 
cost would be, would of course, 
depend upon the distance of the 
plant from the city, and its bear-| 
ing upon the question is a matter 
for expert calculation. 

As against that disadvantage of | 
greater initial cost, a plant located | 
in one of the mining areas outside | 
the city would have the permanent | 
advantage of cheaper fuel. Power|

This Institution has many branches 
throughout Canada and the United 
States and the Edmonton branch was 
established in 1918 and the work 
done has been carried on under my 
supervision ever since.

Eastern Boundary of Clay

While the trend of the Rockies 
is north-westerly, the Laurentians 
which are the eastern boundary of 
the great central plains of Canada, 
also trend north-westerly and do 
so more sharply than the Rockies. 
The westerly trend of the Lauren- 
tain is marked by the great lakes, 
Winnipeg, Athabasca and Great 
Slave which lie with their eastern 
portions in ‘the Luarentian and

There are disadvantages con- 
nected with a northern latitude. 
But there are also advantages. 
During the past two seasons, when 
the south country was drouth- 
stricken and cattle had to be sold 
at sacrifice prices because of short- 
age of feed, the north country was 
called upon for hay and pasturage 
to relieve the situation in the 
south. It is not too much to say 
th@ the abundance of the north in 
large measure balanced the short- 
age of the south, and would have 
far more than balanced it had 
there been previous knowledge of 
conditions and due preparations 
made. Not only so, but when the 
central and southern portions of 
the province were short of seed 
oats last spring because of drouth 
and early frost, the Peace River 
country supplied them with sound, 
clean and unfrosted seed. For the} 
week ending Noy. 15th last, 50 
cars of hay and straw came by 
rail from the north to feed the cat- 
tle of the south, and 101 cars of! 
southern cattle were shipped north 
to be fed for the winter on north- 
ern hay and straw. At the same)

All but a few square miles of ®cot- 
land and Denmark, the whole of 
Norway and Sweden, and much 
more than half of Russia, are north 
of 55. A small part of the north 
of Ireland and the northeast angle 
of East Prussia are also north of 
55. The heart of Russia lies be- 
tween 55 and 60, including the an- 
cient and modern capitals of Mos- 
cow and St. Petersburg, and the 
great commercial centre of Nijni 
Novgorod on the Volga. The 
whole of the new countries of Es- 
thonia and Lettland on the Baltic| 
are between latitudes 55 and 60. 
Finland, with a population greater 
than that of the three prairie pro- 
vinees today, is entirely north of 
latitude 60. 


Agricultural Possibilities. 
Established at Widely Separated 
Points. 


Besides the areas of the Peace 
River country made directly acces- 
sible by railway and where agri- 
culture is carried on on a com- 
mercial basis, there are other 
widely separated points at which 
missionaries and traders have car- 
ried on farm and garden experi- 
menis successfully for many years. 
The most notable of these points 
is Vermilion on the Peace in lati- 
tude 58.5, township 108, where 
farming, gardening and stock- 
raising have been earried on sue- 
cessfully, and on a fairly large 
scale for over 30 years. Several 
thousand bushels of wheat of the 
crops of 1916 and 1917 were 
brought by steamer 200 miles up- 
stream to the end of steel at Peace 
River town for export shipment. 
At Fort Smith on Slave River, on 
latitude 60, the missions and trad- 
ers have grown gardens for many 
years, and in recent years field 
crops. At Resolution on Slave 
Lake, in latitude 61, there have 
been successful gardens for many 
years. At Hay River harbor, also 
on the south shore of the lake, 
about 150 miles due north of Ver- 
million, gardening has been car- 
ried on successfully for years. At 
Providenre, on the Mackenzie, in 
latitude 61.5, wheat has been 
grown for many years, as well as 
other field and garden crops. At 
Simpson field and garden crops 
have been grown successfully and | 
a tree of the Manitoba maple va- 


riety has also been grown. 
Strawberries, raspberries and 
black and red currants grow 


wild in abundance along the Mae-| 
kenzie, and cultivated currants are 
grown in the Roman Catholic mis- 
sion garden at Providence. 


Forest Growth the Same at Simp 
son and Edmonton.

The Gulf Stream and Japan 
Current. 


The Japan Current is to the Pa- 
cifie what the Gulf Stream is to 
the Atlantic. There is this great | 
difference, however: The Gulf 
Stream flows north-easterly until 
it is lost in the Arctic, only brok- | 
en by the British Isles and Ice-} 
land. The Japan Current, also 
flowing north-easterly, is stopped 
in its course by the west coast of 
Canada, and the south coast of 
the Alaskan peninsula, which 
projects westward at about lati- 
tude 60. Up to latitude 60 the 
waters of the North Pacific are 
kept warm by the Japan Current 
without any great regard to lati- 
tude. Consequently, the ports of 
southern Alaska are as open in 
the winter as those of the more} 
southerly British Columbia coast. 
From the 49th to the 60th paral- 
lel, the Pacific waters near the 
Canadian and Alaskan shore are 
of measureably equalized temper- 
ature the year round. Therefore 
the winds blowing easterly from 
that body of water carry approx- 
imately as much warmth in lati-| 
tude 60 as in latitude 50. We} 
know that in Alberta we have a} 
much milder average climate than 
Manitoba, in the same latitude. 
The reason is the proximity of this 
large body of warmed water in 
the North Pacific, which direct- 
ly, by means of the Chinook, and 


indirectly, by general modifica- 
tion of temperature, favorably | 
affects our climate as compared 


with that of our neighbors furth- 


er east, and therefore further 
away from the source of the) 
warmth. 


The Chinook and Mountain Passes 


The mountain ranges of Brit- 
ish Columbia, which intervene 
between the Pacific and the Al- 
berta plains tend to lower the 
temperature of the winds blowing 
easterly across them. Naturally, 
where the ranges are broken by 
passes the winds carry their 
warmth more completely and the 
temperature is moderated in cor- 
respondingly greater degree. 

Southern Alberta gets a strong- 
er Chinook than the Central part 
of the province, not because the | 
Pacifie water is so much warmer 
in the south than further north, 
but because the mountain ranges | 
are lower and wore irregular, 
with more passes, and therefore 
the winds blow through more 
freely. In Southern Alberta, up 
to latitude 52, or township 35, | 
the Chinook is more effective than 
it is in Central Alberta, from 
township 35 to township 70 at} 
the 55th parallel. In the Peace 
River country, north of 55, the 
Chinook is felt more _ strongly 
than in the Red Deer or Kdmon- 
ton districts, due, no doubt, to 
the lower elevation of the moun- 
tain ranges to the westward and 
the greater number of passes 
through them.

Simpson is due north of Asheroft, 
B. C., and is about 500° miles in

Warmth of the Liard, 


In proof the warmth of the region 

along the Liard it may be men- 
tioned that in spring that river 
breaks much earlier than the Mac- 
kenzie. The Liard frequently 
clears 'the Mackenzie from Simp- 
son northward, before the ice 
moves in the Mackenzie between 
Slave lake and Simpson. 


The Farther North. 


From Simpson the general 
course of the Mackenzie is north- 
westerly to the Arctic. The direct 
distance to the head of the delta 
is about 600 miles. From the 
mouth of the Nahani the river 
parallels the Rockies at varying 
distanees all the way. East of the 
river there is an irregular succes- 
sion of round topped hills, prob- 
ably of limestone. The two ranges 
bound the plain through whieh 
the river flows. 
plain varies from say 90 to 150 
miles. he soil is clay and the 
surface is wooded with small tim- 
ber. While the appearance of the 
country is not barren or forbid- 
ding, there is a perceptible differ- 
ence in the vegetation and tree 
growth after leaving the Nahani.

latitudes east of the mountains 
from the advantages which reach 


the nearer regions, notably the} 


Mackenzie valley above and east 
of the Nahani. Whatever the 
reason, the fact remains that 
north of that point there is a per- 
ceptible change in the character 
of the vegetation indieating some- 
what less favorable climatic condi- 
tions. At the same time potatoes 
are grown at Norman in latitude 
65 and at Good Hope, only eight 
miles south of the Arctic circle. 
Cattle were kept at these posts for 
many years by the H. B. company. 
The most northerly posts on the 
river are Arctic Red River at the 
mouth of the river of that name, 
60 miles north of the Aretie circle, 
and MePhersou, on Peel river in 
the same latitude. 


The Route to the Arctic. 

‘At present there is rail trans- 
portation to within a few miles of 
MeMurray on the Athabasea. 
Steamboats run from McMurray 
to Fitzgerald on Great Slave river 
There is a sixteen mile 
portage road around the rapids of 
the Slave river to Fort Smith. 
I'rom Smith down the Great Slave 
river to the lake at Resolution and 
from Resolution to the Arctic 
there is unbroken steamboat navi- 
gation. The distance from Reso- 
lution to the Arctic is about 1,200 
miles. The whole country from 
Edmonton to the Arctic is now 
open to trade, travel, industry and 
investment. 

The Resources of the Athabasca, 

While the great permanent 
value of the North Country is its 
agricultural possibilities, its fish, 
timber and mineral resources claim 
attention. McMurray on the Ath-

abasca, at the mouth of the Clear 
water and below the rapids, is 30( 
miles from Edmonton by rail. It 
is to be expected that next season] 
the difficulties that have occurred 
in getting the railway down to the 
river at McMurray will have been} 
overcome, and that it will be pos-| 
sible to discharge heavy freight] 
direct from railway to steamer or 
from steamer to railway. Also that 
the railway will be in condition to} 
carry heavy freight. At MceMur-} 
ray are vast beds of asphalt. An 
effort is being made to developf 
salt production at that point fron 
beds whose existence have beer 
established. There is limestone of 
the finest quality, and natural gas 
within piping distance with which 
to burn the lime and condense the 
salt. There are bodies of excellent 
spruce timber available for saw- 
ing, both up the Clearwater and 
down the Athabasea. There are 
easily workable gypsum deposits 
on the Peace river which can be 
reached direct by steamer frotn 
MeMurray. Lake Athabasca is 
200 miles in length by 50 in width. 
It has abundance of excellent figh. 
Steamers could bring fish from 
the lake to MeMurray commer- 
cially if the railway haul were 
assured and fair rates arranged in 
advance. Fish, timber, asphalt, 
salt and gypsum constitute a lis 
of resources that may well attract 
enterprise and investment. O 
course if the efforts to strike oif 
are successful nothing else is need4 
ed. But in the meantime, or ever 
after oil is struck, these other op 
portunities await investment anc 
activity. Seven hundred miles o 
unbroken navigation connect: 
with MeMurray, besides the lon 
stretch of 1,400 miles to the Arctia 
beyond the rapids at Fort Smith 


Possibilities of Railway to Great 
Slave Lake. 

Tf in the future there is any de- 
velopment of production on Great 
Slave lake or along the Mackenzie 
such as would require freight ser- 
vice at a minimum cost, it would 
be possible to establish rail con- 
nection between the present end 
of steel at Peace River town and 
Hay river harbor on the south 
shore of Great Slave lake near its 
western end and outlet by the 
Mackenzie. The distance is 35 
miles and there are no obstacle: 
to railway construction. Of cours 
this is of the future. But it is well 
to know what the possibilities of 
the future are as a guide to pres- 
ent endeavor. The Imperial Oil 
company is drilling for oil on the 
north shore of Great Slave lake 
opposite the mouth of Hay river, 
and they have another rig at work 
at Fort Norman on the Mackenzi« 
in latitude 65, 400 miles down] 
stream. If oil is struck at either 
point, as it well may be, the 
amount of new railroad construc- 
| tion mentioned would give it ac- 
cess to the world’s market, to, 
gether with any other minerals of 
value that may be discovered. The 
fisheries of Great Slave lake would 
also be brought within reach. The 
rail haul to Edmonton on the way 
to the world’s market would be 
§50 miles as against the 950 miles 
of hauf of north Pacifie fish from 
| Prince Rupert. Great Slave lake 
is 800 miles in length and is well 
stocked with the finest fish. Fromy’ 
the Vermilion settlements on 
Peace river to Hay river harbor 
is 150 miles due north, The agri- 
}eultural development of the greath 
| park country along the Peace easi 
and west from Vermilion will de- 
mand railway construction to that} 
point, so that ultimately the con 
struction of only 150 miles of rai 
way will be necessary to bring 
within reach of the world’s mar 
kets the resources of Great Slave 
|jake and the Mackenzie river, an 
unbroken stretch of over 1,200 
miles of deep water navigation.

Historical French Canadian 6 


Rooms in the Chateau 
Frontenac, Quebec 


“En roulant, ma _ boule roulant,! 
En roulant, ma boul-e! .... .” 

The rollicking refrain from three 
hundred or more lusty French Can- 
adian throats is wafted up from Duf- 
ferin Terrace, where, under myriad 
colored lig , glistening over the 
diamond-sparkling snow there tramp 


to this old French marching song, 
gay young French-Canadians, mem- 
bers of various snowshoe clubs, In 
their ‘picturesque blanket costumes 


and tasselled toques, The great to- 


bogean slide at the end of the ter- 
race is outlined with red and green 
and white lights, and across at Levis, 


lights twinkle gaily, 
as the whiz of the toboggan is heard, 
plun g down the glassy ice trough, 
to cf to a stop only at the great 
Champlain monument at the far end 
of the terrace,

Chateau Frontenac, one may watch 
such scenes almost any evening in 
Quebec, during the winter, when the 
“reat white city comes into its own 
and people flock there from all far 


corners of the United States and 
Canada, and even from England, to 
enjoy the incomparable winter 
sports in La Nouvelle France, so rich 
in historieal tradition and architec- 
tural charm, 

The Chambres Canadiennes! Ah! 
There ‘8 a story in itself, a story in- 
terwoven with the early history of 
(Quebee, in the early days when there 
arriveé from France, those French 
explorers who elected to make of 
this beautiful New France a country 
to be reckoned with in its future, a 
country with farms surpassing in 
vichness the Norman farms which 
they left behind, and a country where 
the tradition of their native land 
should be upheld, and at the same 
time give them a blessed liberty of 
speech and action, in those days de- 
nied them at home. With all the 
changes wrought by three hundred 
years, the Province of Quebec atill 
retains its individuality, and its an- 
cient Seigneuries still speak elo- 
quently of the past, in which gallant 
men and beautiful women, exiles 
from the country of their birth, lived 
and loved and made history in this 
far corner of the great American 


continent which they lovingly chris- 


tened “Nouvelle France.” 

The suite of Chambres Canadienne 
in the Chateau Frontenac represent 
a*real achievement by those who so 
lovingly assembled the historic 
pieces of furniture and the many in- 
teresting relics of a fragrant past. 
Something quite new in hotel decora- 
tion, it serves to link the old with 
the new and is a permanent museum, 
rich in historical charm and depict- 
ing the fashion in which the early 
Settlers lived in their new home 
Across the seas. 

The three rooms are named re- 
spectively after Montcalm, Jacques 
Cartier and Champlain, and comprise 
two bedrooms, each with bath and a 
sitting-room between, the latter in 
the round tower overlooking the 
broad St. Luwrence, with Dufferin 
Terrace at its feet and the Citadel 
rising in the distance, a grand, gray 
fortress over which the Union Jack 
flies bravely by day and where the 
boom of cannon announces the sun- 
set hour, 

It was a labor of fifteen years to 
assemble all thesfurnishings of these 
three rooms, which historians affirm 
are perfect. The old four-posted 
bed itself is over 200 years old, beau- 
tifully carved and bearing upon its 
headboard the motto: 


“Lit doux, lit dur, peu importe 
Pourvu que je repose tranquille,” 


“Little does {¢ matter whether the 
bed be hard or soft, 
Provided my slumbers are tranquil”, 


The entrance to these rooms 
is through a small private hall, which 
is decorated with a frieze depicting 
scenes in French-Canadian life, one 
panel, an old French boot shop; an- 
other a scene !n a fish markét; still 
another the selling of “catalogne” or 
rag carpet, and the last a scene in a 
bakery. A great carved chest in- 
laid with brass stands In the hall. 
These chests were used by the early 
settlers for the storing of their furs 
in summer, and this example is at 
least 200 years old. The weathered 
oak door giving upon the hall has 
an iron handle and lock, band-forg- 
ed. Hanging from a Gargoyle at 
the entrance from the main hall of 
the hotel, is an iron hand-forged 
sign, The hall itself is beamed with

massive timbers, and iron hooks are 
placed at intervals as in olden days. 
In the treasure chest are hand- 
woven blankets, examples of cata- 
logne woven’ by the old habitants, 
and other relics, The yellow-paint- 
ed floor is partly covered with braid- 
ed and “drawn in” rugs collected im 
far corners of the Province, 

In the bedroom where the ancient 
carved bed stands, is a carved table 
to match, bearing the same kind of 
wheels as adorn the bed, and there is 
a Prie Dieu to match, also quaint old 
chairs with the same design. Cata- 
logne in strips, intricately drawn in 
rugs of many colors, and a curious 
woven rug adorn the floor, There 
is an interesting sofa of she period, 
and a quaint old chest of drawers. 
The tiled fireplace bears that his- 
toric moto: ‘Jo me souviens.” Above 
it @ tiled portrait of Ste. Grobie! is 
let into the wall, and pieces of quaint 
pottery adorn the mantel. There 
are hand-wrought {ron sconces and 
the doors which are of weather oak,

like the heavy carved beams of the 
ceiling, are studded with hand- 
wrought iron nails and their hinges 
and handles are also of iron, Some 
interesting framed samplers, 
wrought by tiny fingers more than 
200 years ago, adorn the walls, end 
there is a portrait of the gallant 
Jacques Cartier for who this room is 
named, Even the telephone is cle- 
verly disguised by a wrought iron 
case adorned with the Fleurs de Lys 
of France. The floor {s painted in 
alternate stripes of robin's egg blue 
‘and yellow, and the windows of 
Stained glass let the light fall softly 
upon these beloved relics of the 
olden town. 

In the Montcalm Room across the 
hall, there is a mahogany chest of 
drawers with an interesting mirror 
above and a quaint old table, Table 
and chest of drawers are adorned 
with hand-woven linen scarves fash- 
foned by the habitants, and the print- 
ed linen curtains are done in tan 
and green. Catalogne in these

shades together with hand-made rugs 


bearing French mottoes, are upon 
the floor and the walls are bung with 
Tare historical engravings depicting 
the Death of Montcalm, Louls Jo- 
seph, Marquis de Montcalm, Lieut.- 
Gen. des Armees de France, and 
other subjects, The mahogany bed 
is four-posted and the sheets are 
coverlets of hand-woven linen. Rush- 
bottomed chairs complete the fur- 
nishings of this room, 

The sitting room is a veritable 
museum, and contains, among other 
things, the very table and chairs 
used by Montcalm during the siege 
of Quebec. Like the Prie Dieu in 
the Jacques Cartier Room, the great 
carved writing desk in this room, 
over 200 years old, was taken from 
the old Ursuline Convent in Que- 
bec. It fs supposed to have been a 
part of the altar and Is put together 

Upon the floor ts a great rug in 
dark blue—a rea) Venetian blue— 
and yellow, with a design of Fleurs 
de Lys, There is an ancient hand- 


carved settee, also In blue, as fo up- 
bolstery, and there are strips of 
catalogne in tan and cream to match 
the general tone of the room, Over 
Montcalm's table hangs a wrought- 
fron lantern, and the iron sconces on 
the walls are done in Fleur de Lys 
design as befits this room dedicated 
to the memory of France, There 
are wonderful o!d French, cciored 
Prints upon the walls im the quaiat- 
est of frames, and a framed plece o! 
Beedlework, done in cross-stitch, of 
& pretty peasant girl, The rocking 
chairs have seats woven from strings 
of reindeer hide. In the celreulay 
tower are great cupboards with 
bright brass hinges on either side of 
the fireplace, which beara the motto 
“Soyez le Bienvenue.” 

The only quasi-modern note in the 
room, introduced for comfort of the 
Ocupants, are the wing chairs, in 
mahogany, upholstered in blue like 
the settee,

fore the tower windows are blue-
